No. 3 (9 ) / TEX .A /64. — The Government of India have already announced their 
decision to introduce statutory controls over the production and prices of four cate 
gories of cloth , viz ., dhoties , sarees , long - cloth and shirting . The controls will take 
effect from the 20th October , 1964 . 

Ag visualised in the statement laid in the Parliament by the Minister of Com 
merce on the 28th September , 1964, Government have now decided to constitute a 
Textile Control Advisory Committee with its headquarters at Bombay to advise 
the Government on the measures to be taken from time to time to ensure the 
efficient and smooth working of the Statutory Control Scheme. The Committee will 
keep a close watch on the working of the scheme and make suitable recommenda 
tions to the Government as and when necessary for removing defects or effecting 
improvements in the working of the Scheme.
